er street from the westerly hu e of P e ­ 
oria street, thence easterly on said 
River street to the city limits. 
\ 2. 
The said company shall con­ 
stru ct a bridge across Rock River com­ 
mencing at a point not less than fifty 
feet westerly of the west line of Henne­ 
pin avenu e on River street ana extend 
su ch bridge in a norm westerly direc­ 
tion terminating at any point oetweeu 
the center iine of section 72 and the 
IllinoisCentral right of way, and they 
shall extend said 
railroad over and 
across said 
bridge and to the Illinois 
Central right of way at any point be­ 
tween a point not less than ten feet 
sou th of the sou therly line of Everett 
street, in said city, and Rock river.
